All. four nations nave only c csspar at ire 1 y small numbers of inhabitants 
of Russian de scent • The people of APerbeidjon and North Caucasus are mostly 
Uusulman* whereas the Georgians and Armenians belong .to *Le orthodox Christian 
.creed# Ae ie well known, since their countries have been cx:cupied by’. the 
Russians* tne Caucasian people have always revolted against Tsarist Russia 9 and 
later Soviet Russia# The mountainous regions of the Caucasus have been . 
almost constantly in turmoil# ‘ 
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After Hitler starteu his war against R ussiu, the leading members of the 
four Caucasian notions [ who in nearly all ca.see had already been living 
for a long time jn exile) g&therud in Berlin, hoping to gain independence 
by a German victory#- At first the Gernen trey supported these ideas* but 
later Rosenberg. .a id schickodanz (Oat jpinisterium) convinced Hitler that the 
independence of the Caucasian nations would be of no interest to Nazi 
German imperialism, as particularly the Caucasian oilfields, ' and the border 
zone towards Jrersia and Turkey shctild be entirely under Gorman control# At 
this time schickedanz became Governor of the Caucasus# 

3o in 1 y/j2 in N«C*Co found itself ir a very difficult situation# On 
the one hand tne^ saw their political aims frustrated, on the other, they had 
been used* by the Germans authorities, sinoe August ly hi, to build up a net** 
work of intelligence covering the Caucasus and the Kalmuck Steppe a# At 
the same time the ranturanian Turks had built up an intelligence connection 
in central Asia* end, which was still more important* had picked out Caucasians 
from German prison camps to build up a Caucasian Corps o These Caucasians 
had followed the call of the N®C.C#because its leaders, deceived by the Nazi 
authorities, had promised them the chance to fight against Russia for the 
independence of their countries# But tney were not. at all interested to 
support either Russia or Germany, in a war at the end of whicn their nation 
would be dominated by either of the two. The No C« C-lwhich was not 
liquidated b,y tne Nezxs, who still planned to use it eventually) now had 
the ‘difficult .task of disenu angling' their, men from the German army,, who were . 
called to arms under false pretences. 

The president of tne N. C* C.was Kodia, who 3ays tnat the only Germans 
wno admitted tne injustice done to. tuom were Von Abode of the Oet Mnisterium 
and. .the cuief of tne Eastern department of the’ S#D# Graefe (the; la tter was 
killed - in ' a'-.motor accident in ly^i j .. von Mende is half Russian, . knows couth * 
Russia V well -and was German: specialist for. Caucasian questions.; Accoarding 
to Kediai', : from. Iyh2 on Mende helped the members’ of ‘ the -/N-# C« C. whenever he. 

‘ could 1 , and exposed himself continually t^ grave dangers, in working against 
the declared 'policy of his ministry and tne Reichskanzlei#' Count schulefcberg 
(.chief of tiie South Russian department in the pareign office, killed after

After managing to more the whole staff of the N* C* C# a^d the 
Caucasian corps to North Italy and West Germany ( and thereby out of the 
immediate danger of falling into the hands of the Russians) Kedia ©scared in 
April ly<o togetuer with the last. remnant a of the N®G*Co Ha took with him 
Me Me v who had made this escape to Switzerland posBible* out of the hands of 
the ever suspicious Gestapo# On April 27th they .orosaed the 9*1 ss barder f 
Mend© under the false name of George Metrinellio On !,te y. 7th five of them 
were brought baok tu the prison camp at Hoohetp near gt# Mergarethon on the 
Swiss border (in Germany) t lut according to what Mr* Marty of the International 
Red Cross told Kedia* are still under acme ooavrol of .the International Red 
Cross# Kedia was told that they .could only be kept under this control until 
May 13# after which they are supposed to be delivered to the Allies* and ooar* 
soquently probably handed over to the Russians#

I propose ppreeuming there is an interest for this worK f to get in 
touch with the other members of the N*C.C« in Geneva and/or at Hochst, Also 
to ask* the YoMcC.A# to take cere as far as possible of the elite, of the Caucasian 
prisoners in the prison camps in France and North Italy, and try to save them 
from be in* handed- over to the Russians*. The .American and English churches, if 
one. could interest them in the matter, could be of greet help in putting this 
through in the political' erene. 

Concerning' Msnrte, and referring to my earlier statement, it is Quite 
possible that I cozanitted a grave error (grave, because his life is at stake) 
in poiatin* him out as being unworthy of help, perhaps, having already too 
much ou.his hands in 'helping the Caucasians, he shelved the Control Asian 
problems presented, to him by' ruri Pasha and myself , thinking, they would only 
increase the. ‘.antagonism of . the’ Ost Minisierium against which he already had to 
fight., in the interests of his Caucasian friendfio Not realizing my political 
views- V hich J did not and could, not disclose to him, being an official of 
Rosenoerg^s « it is not improbable that he tried every means of getting me 
out 'Of -the .way, even -to asking his friends of the 3.J), to intervene against me. 

On. the other, hand one must taice into account the possibility that my 
.liaison .man in the SeO. who informed me of Uenda'a steps against me, had 
exaggerated, the- case in order to prove the- extent of his help, 

3® that as it may* certainly Kedia seems to have no personal interest 
.to endanger the case of his Caucasian friends by making I^nde appear better 
than he really is.
